His appetite for li- 
quor was destroyed, but he was never the 
same afterward. He took no interest in his 
business and would sit around the house 
continually and talk about the fortunes 
that he would make at the races, but so far 
as I know he never bet on them:

at a Sacrifice. 
“He finally disposed of his business at & 


sacrifice. I tried to dissuade him, but I 
could see that his mind was affected and 
I thought that if he had no business 
troubles to worry him that he would soon 
recover. But he grew worse steadily. On 
more than one occasion he tried to kill me, 
but In a few minutes he would apparently 
have forgotten all about it and be as kind 
and as gentle ag ever. 

‘June 20 last ‘year he appeared in an un- 
usually good humor. He left home that 
morning dressed in his best clothes. He 
said he was going to take dinner at the 
Southern Hotel with a friend. He did*not 
return that night... I was uneasy and in 
looking through the dresser that night I 
saw that all my jewelry and his watch 
and mine were missing. 

‘Next maqning I went to the bank and 
found that he had drawn out all of our 
money. I heard absolutely nothing from 
him. I worried myself sick and was in the 
hospital for two months. 

“When was finally able to leave the 
hospital a friend told me that my husband 
was in the stove business with a man 
named George Nolte. But she did not 
know what city this was in. That was 
last February. traced Nolte from Kansas 
City to Omaha, and to Beaver Dam, Wis. 
I went to Beaver Dam and there Mr. Nolte 
told me that my husband was in Kansas 
City and was proprietor of the Union 
Malleable Iron — Co. I went direct 
to Kansas City and the chief of police 
found Mr. Ahlemeiler.

PARK COMMISSIONER RIDGELY’S REPORT. 


Park Commissioner Ridgely’s annual report, an abstract 
of which is published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, is inter- 
esting reading. 

Mr. Ridgely thinks St. Louis has for the present enough 
large parks in the unsettled portions of the city, but should 
provide numerous small parks in the thickly crowded dis- 
tricts. 

As the subject is officially before the authorities the mat- 
ter should be pushed as fast as means will allow. 

The Park Commissioner points out that in a section four 
miles long and two miles square, containing 250,000 souls, there 
is only one small park, Carr Square, and of this, a space of 
only 100 yards square can be granted the children. 

“Children play in the streets,” says Mr. Ridgely, “and 
break windows and lamps because no provision is made for 
playgrounds for them. The reports of the New York police 
department show that since a system of public playgrounds 
was introduced in that city there has been a great diminu- 
tion in the number of juvenile offenders.” 

This alone should be convincing. Playground parks for the 
children in crowded neighborhoods has been urged by the 
Post-Dispatch for years. The work should be undertaken 


immediately.

Hs Is a Son of Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Johnson, Who Refused 
Warrants Against For- 
mer Operators. 


Taylor B. Johnson, son of Assistant Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Richard M. Johnson, has 
secured a license from Commissioner 
Whyte to conduct an intelligence office at 


919 Olive street. 

This number Is the same which was 0oc- 
cupied by the Missouri Employment Co., 
whose license Mayor Wells revoked May 
14, after hearing complaints made against 


it by the police. 

The reason given by the police for taking 
the employment agency case before the 
mayor was that they had been unable to 


secure a warrant against the proprietors 
from Assistant Prosecuting Attorney John- 
son, who is in charge of the warrant of- 


fice. 
Taylor Johnson's application for a license 
for an intelligence office was received by 
the license commissioner last week, and 
was referred by him to the board of po- 
lice commissioners. The board pproved 
the application and the license was issued. 
May 13, when Mayor Wells was hearing 
the charges made by the police against 
the Missouri Employment Co., Detective 
Finan said to the Post-Dispatch: ““We have 
been trying for two years to get warrants 
against these people, but for some reason 
our applications have Ke been refused 
by Prosecuting Attorney Johnson. The only 
recourse we had from him was to the 
mayor, and we also found it useless to 
ask Mayor Ziegenhein to do in hee im 
the matter, so that we were unable to of- 
fer any redress to the persons who brought 
us continuous complaints against the con- 
cern.”’ 
Detectives Keeley and Cordell made sim- 
ilar statements.

The tooth of time has eaten away most 
of the metal and a portion of the leather. 
Where the boards have been bared, worm 
holes are numerous. 

Heavy leather straps are attached to the 
front of the book so that its covers may 
be closed securely 

The volume is "56 inches in length, 106 
‘Inches in width and 6 inches in depth. 

The leaves of the book are in an excellent 
State of preservation. The paper is of a 
coarse texture and has about half the 
strength of heavy linen paper of modern 
manufacture. 

The printing was done with wood type 
and the formation of some of the letters is 
crude because the art preservative was 
then in its cradle. But time has not dimmed 
the letters and it can be read without any 
more inconvenience to the eye than. the 
best printed of modern books. 

The title page bears crude engravings 
of the first parents at the top, illustra- 
tions of Jonah before and. after he was 
swallowed by the whale at the bottom, 
and drawings of the pillars of Solomon's 
temple at the sides, 

The translation, as is stated at the end of 
the book of Revelations, was made in 1850 
by Andrew Gessner, a monk, who was af- 
terwards prominent in the Lutheran refor- 
mation, and the printing was done th 
years later, by Rudolph Weyssenbach 
Zurich. The translation was made before 
the chapters of vag Writ were divided into 
verses, but, with this exception, it is pre- 
cisely like any German Bible of today. 

Concerning its history, Rev. Herr said to 
the Post-Dispatch: 

“My ancestors paid 1000 francs for this 
book at the printing shop itn Zurich. In 
those days that sum bought five or six 
times as much as it does today. 

“The beginning of the great religious 
awakening which resulted in the reforma- 
tion and a shaking of every throne in Eu- 
rope was beginning. Luther was upon the 
scene and religious hatred ran hi 

“The masses in those days were forbidden 
the Bible, and care was taken that it should 
be rinted only in the Latin language. 

‘When Weyssenbach’s German edition 
macs its appearance the authorities imme- 
diately imprisoned the translator and 
printer and confiscated all but three copies 
of the edition. 

“hose three copies were owned by fam- 
ilies and were carefully concealed when 
the order of confiscation was made. The 
other two were found in a few weeks, but 
ours was read by the family behind closed 
doors and, with great secrecy, for five 
years. 

“One Sunday afternoon, in 1558. our fam- 
ily was surprised by soldiers and monks 
at the reading and the book avas confis- 
cated. My ancestor and his son were sent 
to prison, where they died of torture in a 
few years, 

“Finally the reformation triumphed 
through the armed force raised b win- 
tel and the city of Zurich fell lato his 
hands. In the monastery he found the three 
Bibles which had been seized after the 
wholesale confiscation of the edition. 

“They had been laid aside for a future 
bonfire that never took place. 

“My ancestor's name was on the flylear 
and Zwintel returned it to his gran n, 
who was then an old man. 

“It was then used constantly until 70 
years ago, when my family immigrated to 
America. It was left in the o 
a collateral branch of the family and was 
finally consigned to the attic of.the oid 
homestead. The latter passed 
hands of strangers and the Bible would 
probably have been lost to us but for a sug- 
ao of my mother a few years ago that 

should make an effort to recover it for 
my collection of biblical relics 

“After several months of search, a friend 
finally found the old book in the attic in 
the place where it had been as a 
usefess article over & years before.” 

A collector asked Rev. Mr. Herr 
if he would take $1000 for the book and he 
promptly answered he would not.

DIVORCE PLEDGE EXACTED 


GROOM AGREES NOT TO TALE 
BACK WHEN BRIDE IS IN 
BAD HUMOR. 


After the Agnostic Ceremony, a Magis- 
trate Finished the Marriage in 
Accordance With the 
Law.

CINCINNATI, June 3.—The agnostic wed- 
dings are not great money-getters. Mar- 
tha Seaman and Frederick Federle were 
married yesterday with ceremonies or rites 
formulated and prescribed by the new ag- 
nostic sect at the close of the Agnostic 
Sunday school, which meets regularly Sun- 
day mornings in College Hall. A very small 
crowd was present. When the young cou- 
ple had taken their places on the stage 
Leader Sparks read to them the rather 
voluminous pledge to be taken by candi- 
dates for matrimony according to the new 
agnostic faith. Both answered by nods 
and spoken words afiirmatively that they 
would, should children be born to them, 
rear them in the faith as taught in the ag- 
nostic Sunday school. 

Miss Seaman nodded in answer to the 
pledge to bring no children into the world 
not born of affection. 

The bridegroom's pledge contained these 


affirmatives among other things: 

“IT desire to make this contract, and do. 
hereby solemnly promise that I will do all 
in my wer to make my wife happy, and 
that when I find that she itis irritated from 
any cause I will not be cross or quarrel 
with her, but will endeavor by tender 
and loving methods and kind words to 
soothe and restore hér peace of mind; that

“Those who have bound themselves to- 
gether in a marriage contract, let no man 
or woman put asunder or attempt so to 
do, under pains and penalties of dishonor 
and the law.’”’ 

Mr. Sparks then directed that a collec- 
tion be taken up and expressed himeelf as 
dissatisfied at the small turnout of ag- 
nostics. There were scarcely 200 persons 
present im the ‘hall, and Mr. Sparks ad- 
mitted that scarcely enough money had 
been collected to pay the rent of the hall.
